As “crosswalk captains” fanned 
out across Halifax for the first 
Crosswalk Safety Awareness 
Day, a Dalhousie University re¬ 
searcher says the heavy lifting 
on reducing pedestrian colli¬ 
sions is yet to be done. 

Dr. Ahsan Habib, assistant 
professor in the school of plan¬ 
ning, said Wednesday that al¬ 
though HRM has established a 
policy framework on education 
and awareness, the real “game- 
changer” will be a commitment 
to assessing and altering poorly 
designed intersections and 
crosswalks. 

“We don’t have a ... plan 
where we do some crosswalk- 
safety audits of intersections,

try to identify crosswalk-safety 
hot spots, try to identify gener¬ 
ally what are the good cross¬ 
walk versus bad crosswalk fea¬ 
tures,” he said. “We don’t see 
the ... engineering or planning 
document that tells us, these 
are the issues from the design 
point of view and these are the 
engineering countermeasures 
we should be taking.” 

Police announced Tuesday 
that William C. Lee, 74, who 
was hit in a crosswalk at Port¬ 
land Estates Boulevard and 
Portland Hills Drive on Oct. 31, 
had succumbed to his injuries. 
Lee was the fourth pedestrian 
killed in HRM this year, say fig¬ 
ures released Wednesday. 

The city’s Crosswalk Safety 
Advisoiy Committee submit¬ 
ted its first action plan, includ¬ 


ing 26 recommendations, to 
regional council last spring. 
As a result, Habib noted cross¬ 
walks have been painted with 
zebra stripes and local police 
now provide monthly reports 
on pedestrian collisions. 

However, he said police 
forces are still not reporting 
locations of accidents consist¬ 
ently, making it impossible to 
map any accident “hot spots.” 

“It lists five or six (location) 
fields on that MVA form,” he 
said. “Sometimes they give the 
street name, sometimes they 
give intersections ... sometimes 
they call it, ‘50 metres from 
highway exit 5.’” 

In the absence of analysis 
and engineering solutions, Ha¬ 
bib said education and aware¬ 
ness campaigns, as well as a 
greater commitment to sharing 
the road, can help. 

“Make eye contact and have 
some kind of attitude to co¬ 
exist — pedestrian, cyclist and 
motorist,” he said. “If we can 
develop that kind of culture, 
that probably can make some 
improvements in terms of re¬ 
ducing crosswalk collisions.”

The great-aunt of a Cape 
Breton teen who was found 
dead in a stream more than 
20 years ago joined the ranks 
of dozens of people in Guy 
Fawkes masks as part of the 
worldwide Anonymous march 
in the hopes “some answers 
come forward” in his case. 

On Wednesday, nearly 100 


members and supporters of 
the haclctivist group Anonym¬ 
ous gathered in front of Prov¬ 
ince House before marching 
up to Barrington Street and 
Grand Parade as part of the 
“Million Mask March,” which 
takes place across the globe 
on Nov. 5 to coincide with Guy 
Fawkes Day and bring up vari¬ 
ous social-justice issues. 

Willena Schaump said 
she was visiting Halifax from 
Cape Breton to take part in 
the march and carried a sign 
with multiple pictures of her 
great-nephew, Clayton Miller. 

“It’s just to help Anonym¬ 
ous try to get some answers 
as to whatever happened to 
him,” she said. 

In 1990, 17-year-old Mil-

ler was found facedown in a 
stream two days after New 
Waterford police raided a teen 
party in the woods. An initial 
autopsy stated he died from 
diy drowning and a second 
autopsy indicated he died of 
exposure, but Miller’s parents 
have said they believe their 
son died in police custody and 
his body placed in the brook. 

This September, provincial 


Justice Minister Lena Diab 
committed to a review of the 
case, and Schaump said she 
is hopeful eveiything will be 
done “honestly and above¬ 
board.” 

“Not too many people 
could go through ... what his 
parents went through, but 
they persevered and kept on 
fighting for answers,” she 
said. 

Ty, an Anonymous organ¬ 
izer at the march, said they 
are pushing for the police in¬ 
vestigation into Miller’s death 
to be reopened. 

“Just because something 
happens and it gets pushed 
aside doesn’t mean it’s forgot¬ 
ten about, and we will bring 
those things to light,” Ty said. 


SIRT investigating. Woman charged with attempted 
murder after man stabbed in Hammonds Plainshome 


The RCMP have charged a 
48-year-old woman with at¬ 
tempted murder after a man 
was stabbed in a Hammonds 
Plains home that police say the 
two were sharing. 

Around 9 p.m. Tuesday, po¬ 
lice were called to Fisher Drive 
and found the 51-year-old vic¬ 
tim suffering from a single 
stab wound. 

Police say the female sus¬ 
pect then fled to a nearby 


wooded area with a knife. A 
police service dog was called 
in, along with members of 
Halifax Regional Police, when 
the woman refused to come 
out of the woods. 

Cpl. Mark Skinner of the 
RCMP says the woman re¬ 
ceived a bite from the police 
dog while being taken into 
custody. Due to her injury, the 
province’s Serious Incident 
Response Team is now inves¬ 


tigating how the arrest was 
handled by police. 

The man suffered serious 
injuries and was released from 
hospital on Wednesday. 

Police won’t say what the 
relationship is between the vic¬ 
tim and the accused, only that 
the “two know each other.” 

“There was an argument 
and a stabbing ensued,” Skin¬ 
ner said of the incident.

‘Addressing the 
underlying issue’ 

Stephen Ayer, executive 
director of the Schizo¬ 
phrenia Society of Nova 
Scotia, said the court 
offers a “wraparound” 
approach that enables 
many participants to be 
discharged without a 
criminal record. 


“It’s addressing the 
underlying issue that’s 
causing the individual to 
come into conflict with 
the law,” he said. “By 
doing that ... they won’t 
reoffend.” 

If participants fail to 
follow their monitored 
support program, then 
they can be returned 
to the regular court 
system. 


“It increases their well-being and it also has reduced 
their likelihood of reoffending.”

Nova Scotia’s mental-health 
court is achieving its object¬ 
ives five years after it was 
established amid pointed 
criticism of how the prov¬ 
ince dealt with mentally ill 
offenders, the justice minis¬ 
ter said Wednesday. 

Lena Metlege Diab re¬ 
leased a 20-page report 
that says of the 232 adults 
deemed eligible to use the 
court from 2009 to 2013, 86 
per cent had successfully 
completed the voluntaiy di¬ 
version program. 

“Any time you can help 
an individual that has a men¬ 
tal disorder and also facing 
conflict with the law is a 
success,” the minister told a 
news conference at the spe¬ 
cially designated courtroom. 
“Helping 199 is definitely a 
success.” 

When the court was es¬ 
tablished in November 2009, 
the province found itself in 
the middle of a public in- 
quiiy into the 2007 death of 
Howard Hyde, a mentally ill 
man who died in a holding 
cell 30 hours after he was 
Tasered by police. 


The inquiiy found Hyde’s 
death was caused by a strug¬ 
gle with jail guards, but it 
also concluded that parts of 
the health-care, judicial and 
correctional systems failed 
to properly deal with Hyde’s 
mental illness, which was 
schizophrenia. 


The mental-health court’s 
presiding judge, Pam Wil¬ 
liams, said the court is work¬ 
ing well. 

“It is a prime example of 
how collaboration, co-oper¬ 
ation and creativity have 
produced great results for 
persons with mental-health 


difficulties who find them¬ 
selves in conflict with the 
criminal-justice system,” she 
said. 

Mental-health courts 
first appeared in Canada in 
the late 1990s. They are for 
people with mental disor¬ 
ders who come into conflict

with the law as a result of 
their mental challenges. 

In Nova Scotia, the pro¬ 
gram can be offered to people 
who have been charged with 
a criminal offence handled 
by the provincial court, but 
only if the accused has a ser¬ 
ious mental disorder that is 
linked to the offence. 

A diagnosis for a mental 
illness can be made through 
a screening process after a 
referral from the regular 
court system. The accused 
must also agree to take part 


in the program, admit re¬ 
sponsibility for their actions 
and receive Crown consent 
to take part. 

Unlike the adversarial ap¬ 
proach taken in the regular 
court system, the mental- 
health court focuses on col¬ 
laboration and problem solv¬ 
ing. 

The minister said the re¬ 
port does not constitute a 
formal evaluation. A more 
comprehensive study is ex¬ 
pected by early next year.

eat the candy while walking 
down a hall with friends. 

Police say the student 
was not injured. 

“This is extremely con¬ 
cerning,” Church said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The Mounties say the stu¬ 
dent received the candy bar 
while trick-or-treating in 
the Astral Drive and Colby 


South area on Halloween, 
the same spot where an¬ 
other girl had picked up 
candy with a one-inch pin 
lodged inside. 

Ariane Huot, 14, told her 
mother she found the pin 
on Sunday when she broke 
open a Wunderbar. 

Church said both inves¬ 
tigations are continuing 


and police are “absolutely” 
concentrating efforts in the 
Cole Harbour neighbour¬ 
hood, as well as using other 
ways to investigate how the 
wrappers were “comprom¬ 
ised.” 

Although some people 
online have questioned 
whether these cases could 
be hoaxes, Church said the 


RCMP are taking both re¬ 
ports seriously. 

“We feel that both these 
investigations are very 
legitimate and we’re very 
concerned,” Church said. 

Police are reminding 
families to check any Hal¬ 
loween treats they still 
have for signs of tampering.

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‘Flip-flop’ on flavoured 
tobacco leads to outcry 



Ban goes up in vapour. 

Province backs off from 
outlawing juice used in 
e-cigarettes, committee 
member says they’re just 
'listening to the people' 


Anti-tobacco advocates ex¬ 
pressed shock and confusion 
after the Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment decided Wednesday to 
back down on its proposal to 
ban flavoured tobacco in legis¬ 
lation that aims to regulate 
e-cigarettes. 

Kelly Cull of the Nova Scotia 
division of the Canadian Can¬ 
cer Society said she wished she 
had a better understanding of 
the government’s rationale to 
amend the legislation, given 
that scientific studies have 
demonstrated that flavoured to¬ 
bacco is popular among youth. 

“The flip-flop on this is as¬ 
tonishing,” said Cull. 

The government also no 
longer wants to prohibit the 
juice used in e-cigarettes, as was 
proposed under the legislation 
when it was introduced nearly 
two weeks ago. 

The changes were made 
after some people and busi¬ 
nesses spoke out at a legislature 
committee earlier this week, 
saying the proposed changes 
had unintended consequences. 
Some of those who appeared 
before the committee said 


e-cigarettes helped them quit 
smoking. 

“What we are doing is lis¬ 
tening to the people,” said Mar¬ 
garet Miller, a Liberal member 
of the law amendments com¬ 
mittee. 

Dave Wilson, an NDP mem¬ 
ber on the committee, said 
the government’s reversal on 
flavoured tobacco was a “big 
win” for the tobacco indus¬ 
try. He said the issue raised by 
people at the hearings earlier 
this week was about the need 
to have an exemption for the 
juice used in e-cigarettes — not 
remove the proposed ban on 
flavoured tobacco. 

“Many talked in favour of 
banning flavoured tobacco, 
that wasn’t the issue,” Wilson

When he introduced the

The government said it will 
conduct public consultations 
within a year that will focus on 
products and flavours targeted 
at youth. As a result, any chan¬ 
ges in the proposed law would 
not take effect until May 31. 

Regardless, the legislation 
will ensure that youth don’t 
have access to those products, 
Glavine said. 

“While we are consulting 
we will have this framed so that 
we make sure that the youth of 
our province do not have access 
to flavoured tobacco products,”

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Two MPs kicked out of caucus 
over charges of misconduct 


Parliament Hill. 

Allegations being 
taken seriously amid 
last week's explosion 
of stories about 
Jian Ghomeshi 


Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau 
has expelled two MPs — Scott 
Andrews and Massimo Pacetti 
— over allegations of “personal 
misconduct” with two mem¬ 
bers of Parliament. 

Sources tell Torstar News 
Service the complainants are 
female MPs from the New 
Democratic Party. Liberals are 
asking the Commons Speaker 
to conduct an investigation 
into a controversy described as 
“unprecedented.” Both accused 
MPs deny the charges. 

At a news conference Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, Trudeau 
called the allegations “serious” 
but said little to shed light on 
the matter. 

“Persons in authority have 
a duty to act when such allega¬ 


tions are made,” he said. 

The expulsions plunge Par¬ 
liament Hill into the centre of 
the widening national discus¬ 
sion over sexual assault, which 
began last week with the firing 
of CBC host Jian Ghomeshi. 

Andrews, first elected in 
2008 in the Newfoundland rid¬ 
ing of Avalon, is married with a 
young son. Pacetti, first elected 
in the Montreal riding of Saint- 
Leonard/Saint-Michel in 2002, is 
married with two children. 

The Liberal party whip, Judy 
Foote, outlined the charges in 
a letter to Commons Speaker 
Andrew Scheer, in which she 
says that high-level meetings 
took place on Oct. 29 and 30 to 
discuss the allegations. 

“To my knowledge, there 
is no precedent or established 
process for dealing with a situa¬ 
tion such as this. The House 
of Commons has a process for 
administration of misconduct 
in the workplace, but there is 
no established process for com¬ 
plaints between members,” 
Foote writes. She also asks that 
the Speaker set up such a pro¬ 
cess.

Canada to ease restrictions on flying drones

Canada is flying high above 
other countries with its newest 
commercial drone-use policies. 

Transport Canada an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that un¬ 
manned aerial vehicles (UAVs) 
under two kilograms for com¬ 
mercial or hobby purposes will 
soon no longer require a Special 
Flight Operations Certificate. 

Though old regulations are 
still in place requiring all com¬ 
mercial operators, no matter 
the weight of the craft, to get 
clearance from Transport Can¬ 
ada, a spokesperson told Metro 
the new regulation would 


mean lighter aircraft could take 
off without the paperwork. 

“I think it’s really encour¬ 
aging from (a) research and in¬ 
dustry perspective,” said Chris 
Hugenholtz of the University of 
Calgaiy, who uses drones in his 
research. 

Previously, commercial 
operators were required to 
send Transport Canada detailed 
paperwork, including specific 
flight plans. The paperwork 
took 21 days to process, some¬ 
times longer if the region they 
applied to was not equipped for 
the volume of documents.

A $55-million lawsuit filed by 
former CBC radio host Jian 
Ghomeshi should be thrown 
out because it is without 
merit and an abuse of pro¬ 
cess, the broadcaster argued 
in court filings Wednesday.

Forced marriages 


Feds brace for 
backlash against 
immigration rules 

The Harper government is 
bracing for international 
backlash to its proposed new 
law that would ban people 
in polygamous and forced 
marriages from immigrating 
to Canada, The Canadian 
Press has learned. 


Citizenship and Immigra¬ 
tion Minister Chris Alexan¬ 
der announced the legisla¬ 
tion Wednesday, calling such 
practices “incompatible with 
Canadian values.” 

If it becomes law, the 
bill would eliminate early 
and forced marriages from 
Canada’s immigration 
system and the countiy as a 
whole, said Alexander. The 
measures would not include 
arranged marriages.

Hamas van attack 
kills 1, wounds 13 



Jerusalem. Second 
violent incident in two 
weeks reawakens fears 
that simmering Israeli- 
Palestinian tensions 
will boil over 


A Hamas militant slammed 
a minivan into a crowd wait¬ 
ing for a train Wednesday in 
Jerusalem, killing one person 
and wounding 13 in an attack 
that raised fears of worsening 
violence after months of sim¬ 
mering tensions. 

Police identified the van’s 
driver — who was killed by 
police — as Ibrahim al-Alcari, a 
38-year-old Palestinian. 

Hamas praised the van 
attack as a defence of the 
mosque, which is part of a 
complex in the city’s most 
sensitive and sacred site: the 
compound known to Muslims 
as the Noble Sanctuary and to 
Jews as the Temple Mount. 


It also injected new reli¬ 
gious fervour into a wave of 
unrest fuelled by failed peace 
efforts and stepped-up Jewish 
settlement construction in the 
east. 

The violence spilled over 
to the West Bank later Wed¬ 
nesday when a Palestinian 
motorist drove into a group 
of soldiers, wounding three in 
a suspected attack, the Israeli 
militaiy said. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu blamed the 


Jerusalem attack on incite¬ 
ment stemming from Palestin¬ 
ian President Mahmoud Abbas 
and “his Hamas partners,” a 
reference to a unity govern¬ 
ment led by Abbas and backed 
by the Islamic militant group. 

“We are in a prolonged 
battle in Jerusalem. I have no 
doubt we will win. We are de¬ 
ploying all the necessaiy forces 
to restore calm and security to 
all parts of the city but it may 
certainly be a prolonged strug¬ 
gle,” he said, the associated press 


No pee zone. Dutch 
government urges people 
not to urinate on palace 


If you’re caught short on Am¬ 
sterdam’s historic Dam Square, 
the Dutch government has a 
message for you: don’t pee on 
the palace. 

The Dutch royal family 
uses the stately Royal Palace 
in downtown Amsterdam as 
a working palace, not a resi¬ 
dence. But file building’s dark 
arches provide a favoured spot 
for urination, often at night, 
out of sight of police who regu¬ 
larly patrol the palace vicinity. 

After a multimillion-euro 
renovation ended in late 2011, 
people began urinating against 
the palace’s sandstone facade. 
That prompted authorities to 
put up a fence. 

But the Interior Ministry 


on Wednesday called the fence 
“unworthy” of the historic loca¬ 
tion. It is now installing lights 
and movement sensors to deter 
people from relieving them¬ 
selves. The government also 
warned that peeing in public is 
punishable by a 140-euro ($175 
US) fine. 

If those measures don’t 
work, authorities are consid¬ 
ering installing a urinal near 
the palace that rises from the 
ground at night and sinks 
below the sidewalk in the day. 

Other possible moves in¬ 
clude a raised set of steps fea¬ 
turing a pop-up fence or fine 
mesh screens to block off ac¬ 
cess to the arches after dark.

We’ve thanked standup com¬ 
edy for starting our most 
beloved comedians’ careers 
— like those of Jeny Seinfeld, 
Jon Stewart and this Saturday 
night’s Just For Laugh Comedy 
show host, Mike MacDonald. 

With guidance from his 
“first subversive influence,” 
Bugs Bunny, MacDonald earned 
the title of troublemaker in 
grade school. 

“I mean you can’t be a 
smartass banker, you can’t be 
a smartass plumber so comedy 
was really a convenient thing 
for me,” he said. 

Starting his standup career 
in the late 1970s, Ottawa-born 
MacDonald said he invented his 
own open microphone nights 
from a collection of four Ot¬ 
tawa bars. 

He routinely bet the owners 
$50 he could walk on stage and 
make the audience laugh. With 
never more than a few bucks 
to his name, MacDonald was 
happy to be proven right and 
since then has become one of 
the most recognized standup 
comedians on the Canadian 
circuit. 

“The thing I pride myself 
on is that when I’m on stage, 
I get to be the boss,” said Mac¬ 
Donald. 

Standup isn’t for eveiyone. 
In fact, only a small percentage 
of standup comedians ever land 
a permanent gig that’s steady 
enough to pay the bills. 


It’s a sentiment not lost on 
Toronto-born Spencer Rice, the 
Spenny of Showcase’s comedic 
competition show Kenny vs. 
Spenny. 

Now on tour with his brood¬ 
ing better half, and playing the 
Rebecca Cohn Friday night, 
Rice is happy to have made it 
off the standup stage alive. 

“I did standup but never 
committed to it because such 
a tiny percentage of standup 
comedians make any money,” 
Rice said. “So I pat myself on 
the back for even doing it. I 
loved it, but the life is pretty 
lonely. But I have nothing but 
respect for standup.” 

Rice, along with Kenny 
Hotz, created Kenny vs. Spenny 
after being told how entertain¬ 
ing the creative pairs’ bickering 
seemed to be. 

Picked up first by CBC for 
a number of episodes then 
embraced by the less-censored 
arms of Showcase, Rice can’t 
believe the following the show 
continues to maintain. “We 
haven’t produced a new show 
in over four years and now 
we’re doing live touring so it’s 
been quite a gift,” he said. 

Roiling with the punch¬ 
es from night to night, this 
unscripted, “Kenny bashes 
Spenny” live show is just that— 
a competition-inspired sketch 
comedy show that Rice hopes 
will give loyal fans an updated 
experience, and welcome new 
fans to join in on the laughs.

Television. Jeff Daniels 
bids farewell to HBO’s 
journalism drama 


There were neither tears nor 
cheers at this premiere. That’s 
partially because cast and 
crew of HBO’s drama series 
The Newsroom had already 
moved on. They wrapped the 
finale weeks ago. 

The party Tuesday night at 
the Directors Guild in Holly¬ 
wood was simply to kick off 
the show’s third and final 
season, which premieres this 
weekend, and to say, “Good 
show” to the series. 

“The bittersweet part is 
the people,” said actor Jeff 
Daniels, who portrays the 
star anchor of a cable-news 
network struggling with 
more than ratings. “This was 
a good group.” 

The Newsroom debuted 
in June 2012 to much fanfare 


and strong ratings. But critics 
were mixed on the series, and 
fans began to tune out as the 
first season came to a close. 

The second season earned 
generally stronger reviews, 
and its premiere saw ratings 
rebound — although it even¬ 
tually became clear that the 
show would never become a 
blockbuster, such as Six Feet 
Under. 

The network gave a green 
light to a truncated third and 
final season, which is not to 
be confused with a cancella¬ 
tion, executive producer Alan 
Poul said. 

“If HBO had wanted to 
cancel us, they wouldn’t have 
said, ‘We want to cancel you, 
but we’ll spend an extra $40 
to $50 million for a final sea¬ 
son before we let you go,”’ he 
explained. “You don’t spend 
the money for a season of 
television unless you want 
to make that season of tele¬ 
vision. 

“And it was our choice. We

Co-star Olivia Munn said 
the series has inspired a new 
crop of journalists. 

It made viewers “really fas¬ 
cinated with the guy sitting 
behind the news desk and the 
girl writing that column,” she 
noted. “So, I think that was 
really an exciting thing, and 
I think it was a great thing.” 

Daniels said spending

three seasons walking in a 
reporter’s shoes left him with 
a greater appreciation of the 
challenges facing journalists. 


“The struggle these guys 
have between being right and 
being first — it’s so difficult 
now with Twitter, with Face- 
book,” he said. 

“When news breaks, a lot 
of people go there instead of 
waiting for journalists to tell 
you what’s really going on or 
what’s true. And the real guys 
battle that every single day.”

The idea of a prequel to The 
Sopranos intrigues series cre¬ 
ator David Chase, but if that 
were to happen, he envisions 
it as atypical. 

The 69-year-old show run¬ 
ner says he wouldn’t mind 
exploring the era before the 
show began. “Even if I did it, 
it wouldn’t be The Sopranos 
that was on the air — ob¬ 
viously at least one person is 
gone that we would need,” he 
says. 

“There are a couple of eras 
that would be interesting for 
me to talk about, about New¬ 
ark, New Jersey. One would 
be (the) late ’60s, early 70s, 
about all the racial animosity, 
or the beginning, the really 
true beginning of the flood of 
drugs.” 

For now, he is promoting 
the release of the entire ser¬ 
ies on Blu-ray. Chase sat down 
to discuss the groundbreak¬ 
ing HBO series, the hype that 
followed and the finale’s still- 
debated ending. 

How did you deal with the 
criticism that followed after 
the show’s initial success? 

The first season was made, 
completely shot — written, 
shot and edited before any 
of the public ever saw it, so 
it existed in this little time 
capsule of its own with no 


reaction whatsoever. 

So when that hit the 
media, it blew up. I tried 
to retain that attitude that 
we were just out there in 
Queens making the show 
and it didn’t matter.... After 
a while when it became veiy 
successful, you just start to 
go ‘... I’m going to do what I 
want.’ Why not? How often 
does anyone get this oppor¬ 
tunity, so use it. Some people 
would tell you, ‘They went 
off on tangents.’ I could have 
cared less about it. 

Was Steven Van Zandt 
considered to play Tony 
Soprano? 

Stevie was one of the 
people that read for it 
and that would have been 
a totally different show. 
Could have been a very 
good show, too, I think, 
but funnier and sillier. ... 
But for all the reasons that 
I’m sitting here today, a lot 
of that has to do with Jim 
(Gandolfini) and his natural 
abilities and inclinations. 

Was there emphasis to 
treat the violence with 
shock value, you know, like 
Ralphie Cifaretto’s head in a 
bowling bag? 

A lot of it is like a ghastly 
joke. The things you’re 
bringing up, the bowling 
ball bag, that’s not shock¬ 


ing, it’s just ghastly and it’s 
stupidly funny ... This was a 
mob war and it was idiotic 
the whole reason for it. 

And I know the other thing 
about it was that Tony was 
very happy when it came 
time to bury the head. And 
he was enjoying working 
that tractor, that bucket 
loader. That’s what I liked 
best was the absurdity of 
all that. He was enjoying 
himself up there. 

Did you know in advance 
the finale’s black ending 
would create such a contro¬ 
versy? 

Obviously you can’t think 
about memory before it all 
happens. I’m really glad I had 
the creative freedom to do 
what I wanted to do. I wasn’t 
even questioned about it by 
HBO. 

Are series finales over¬ 
hyped? 

Most of my TV career, and 
still happening now, shows 
ended because somebody 
got a phone call saying, 
‘You’re cancelled,’ and that 
was that. You had to write 
an ending and that never 
even occurred to people. 

It’s over. ... On some 
level now, I feel this 
ending thing has been over¬ 
blown.

Spotify royalties 
overtake iTunes 
in Europe 

It looks as if 2014 is going 
to be the year in which 
streaming overtakes 
digital music downloads. 

For the first time, 
royalty payments from 
Spotify have topped those 
generated by Apple’s 
iTunes music store in 
Europe. 

In fact, according to 
Kobalt Music Publish¬ 
ing, which collects fees 
in Europe on behalf of 
almost 6,000 songwrit¬ 
ers, including ex-Beatle 
Paul McCartney, during 
the first quarter of 2014 
its artists earned 13 per 
cent more from Spotify 
then they did from iTunes 
downloads. 

What makes the figure 
even more impressive is 
that, as recently as the 
third quarter of 2013, 
iTunes’ royalty payments 
were 32 per cent higher 
than those of Spotify and, 
at the end of the year, 
those revenues were still 
8 per cent higher, afp

“The Globe is always look¬ 
ing for bold new ways to take 
Shakespeare out into the 
world and share his aston¬ 
ishing plays with as many 
people as possible,” said art¬ 
istic director Dominic Drom- 
goole.

Style. Canada's Coco

Coco Rocha has graced the

Style. Caroline de 
Maigret’s book unravels 
the 'je ne sais quoi’ 
behind Parisian style. 


“People praise the effortless¬ 
ness of French women, but 
they don’t realize that it’s 
actually an effort to look ef¬ 
fortless,” says Caroline de 
Maigret, glancing down at 
her black sweater, skinny Lee 
jeans and Stan Smith sneak¬ 
ers. Born an aristocrat, the 
39-year-old has never exactly 
slummed it. Her new book, 
How to Be Parisian Wherever 
You Are: Love, Style, and Bad 
Habits, co-written by jour¬ 
nalist Audrey Diwan, writer 
Anne Berest and movie pro¬ 
ducer Sophie Bas, could read 
as an ode to the privileged 
— but the style tome steers 
clear of preachiness, instead 
debunking myths in an ironic 
look at the lives of French 
women. 

How did you come up with 
the idea to write this book? 

Every time I travel abroad, 
I’m asked about “La Paris- 


ienne.” So I would get a lot 
of questions, but I also real¬ 
ized that there were a lot of 
cliches around the Parisian 
lady, who has kind of been 
crowned the “ideal woman.” 

It’s strange for me because 
“La Parisienne” is actually 
a lady who doesn’t try to be 
anyone else or to reach per¬ 
fection but learns how to deal 
with who she is and how to 
play with her flaws instead of 
fighting them. 

So with my three friends, 
we decided to show that these 
women were eveiything but 
perfect. 

Who do you think is the 
chicest Parisian woman? 

Charlotte Rampling is un¬ 
believably beautiful and in¬ 
credibly chic. She is feminine 
with an androgynous edge 
and, most importantly, she is 
a bright woman. She might be 
British, but she is one of the 
most Parisian people ever — 
just like Jane Birkin or Romy 
Schneider, who were born 
abroad but epitomize Paris¬ 
ian style, which is precisely 
why we made this book. Any¬ 
one in the world can be Paris¬ 
ian. It’s all about the attitude. 


Naughty list 
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The subhead of the book 
is Love, Style & Bad Habits. 
What are your bad habits? 


• My bad habits would be 
my contradictions such as 
eating a pizza and having 
a coffee sweetened with 
a Splenda. But I consider 
these bad habits good 
ones because they are the 
salt of life, which makes all 
of this a fun adventure. 


Who is the chicest man? 

I always say Keith Richards, 
but my man (French musi¬ 
cian) Yarol Poupaud is prob¬ 
ably the most stylish man I 
know. I steal all his clothes 
— he is the one who taught 


me to have fun with my style. 

Who is your favourite fash¬ 
ion designer? 

Karl Lagerfeld. What I love 
about Karl is the way he sees 
women. He is always ahead 
of his time: He knows every¬ 
thing about fashion, litera¬ 
ture and the arts in general. 
I think that fashion is linked 
to society, even if for me it’s 
just a way to have fun, and he 
knows exactly how to trans¬ 
fer society to fashion, with¬ 
out ever forgetting to add in 
some humour. 

Do you wear makeup? 

Usually I wear brown mas¬ 
cara, because it makes my 
eyes look less severe and 
younger, and I switch to 
black at night. I’m a big fan 
of the Yves Saint Laurent 
Touche Eclat that I use to 
brighten the eyes, but also 
as a normal concealer.

oil heated to 350 F (180 C) for 
approximately 3 minutes on 
one side. Flip and do 3 minutes 
on the other side, then rest 
them on paper towel to soak up 


the excess oil.

1. Melt the butter in a pan over 
high heat. Stir in the Sriracha 
sauce and lemon juice. Turn 
down the heat to low, and cook 
for approximately 5 minutes, or 
until the sauce is a nice velvety, 
orange colour. Let the sauce 
cool and congeal so when you 
apply it to your fries it’s more 
of a paste than a sauce.

Canadian Zaidi lands 
top job with Dodgers 



MLB. Sudbury native 
to take dream job, will 
become league’s first 
ever Muslim GM 


While finishing his doctor¬ 
ate in economics at UC Berke¬ 
ley, Farhan Zaidi daydreamed 
about working in Major League 
Baseball. Eating lunch at his 
desk, he would browse the web 
searching for front-office job 
postings. 

Bom in Sudbuiy but raised 
primarily in the Philippines, 
Zaidi had been obsessed with 
baseball ever since he was a kid: 
playing little league in Manila, 
poring over Bill James’ Baseball 
Abstracts and collecting O-Pee- 
Chee cards on summer trips to 
Canada. 

But as a number-crunching 
graduate student, a job in base¬ 
ball was just a fantasy. 

Now, just over a decade 
later, Zaidi has landed one of 
the most prestigious gigs in 
the game. The 37-year-old, who 
spent the past 10 years in the 
Oakland A’s front office, will be 
named general manager of the 
LA. Dodgers later this week. 

Zaidi, who is of Pakistani 
descent, will become the first 
Muslim GM in MLB histoiy, and 
just the sixth Canadian. 

During his daydreaming 
days, Zaidi actually applied to 
work for the Blue Jays — and 
the A’s and Dodgers — on a 
whim after reading Moneyball, 
Michael Lewis’s book about 
Oakland GM, Billy Beane. J.P. 
Ricciardi, who was Beane’s as¬ 
sistant GM in the book was at 
the Jays’ GM helm at the time. 

“Basically I targeted people 
in the book,” Zaidi told the Tor- 
star News Service earlier this

year. “I thought one of them 
might find me to be a possible 
candidate.” He never heard 
back from any of them. 

Zaidi kept trying and was 
eventually hired by the A’s as 
an analyst in 2005, quickly 
becoming one of Beane’s most- 
trusted deputies. He became as¬ 


sistant GM last season. 

Praising both his “quali¬ 
tative” and “creative mind,” 
Beane once said of Zaidi: “I’m 
more worried about losing him 
to Apple or Google than I am to 
another team.” 

Zaidi’s parents met and 
were married in Pakistan, but 
his father went to college in 
England and in 1968 took a job 
as an engineer with Inco, the 
mining company in Sudbuiy. 
They moved to Manila before 
Zaidi’s fourth birthday. 

After getting his bachelor 
in economics from MIT, he 
worked in management con¬ 
sulting and for a fantasy sports 
company before doing his PhD 
at Berkeley. 


Initially drawn to the game, 
by playing, Zaidi grew fascin¬ 
ated with the game’s analytical 
side and became interested in 
the nuances of scouting and 
player development. 

Numbers aside, what Zaidi 
likes most about working in 
baseball is the chance to win, 
something he will be under 
great pressure to do in LA. 

“There’s no feeling like 
when you’re watching the end 
of the game with people you 
work with and you pull a vic- 
toiy out of nowhere and eveiy- 
body’s going bonkers,” he said 
back in May, while still with the 
A’s. “That’s still as exhilarating 
as it gets for me.”

A-Rod admitted FED 
use to DEA, lawyer says 



A lawyer for the University 
of Miami’s former pitching 
coach said Wednesday that 
Alex Rodriguez admitted to 
federal investigators he used 
steroids supplied by the owner 
of a now-closed South Florida 
clinic. 

Attorney Frank Quintero Jr., 
who represents Lazaro “Laser” 
Collazo in his defence against 
charges of conspiracy to dis¬ 
tribute performance-enhan¬ 


cing drugs, told The Associated 
Press that the New York Yan¬ 
kees third baseman confessed 
to steroids use, according to 
Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion (DEA) documents provided 
by the government to defence 
lawyers. 

The Miami Herald first re 
ported Rodriguez’s admission 
Wednesday, saying he met with 
DEA agents on Jan. 29 at the 
agency’s South Florida field of¬ 


fice. Given a grant of immunity 
from prosecution, Rodriguez 
told investigators he did use 
banned substances between 
late 2010 and October 2012 
supplied by Anthony Bosch, 
who owned the Biogenesis of 
America clinic in Coral Gables. 

Rodriguez has publicly de¬ 
nied any use of banned substan¬ 
ces during his time with the 
Yankees, which began in 2004.
